Student Council talked of 
holding a protest to support the 
idea of a trial, sponsored tee- 
peeing night, but at the last 
minute, before the Students 
met, Martindale announced a 
sponsored tee-peeing event 
after school. It was poorly 
attended, and plans for next 
year's tee-peeing events are still 
uncertain. The question 
remains, "Will tee-peeing be 
completely banned from TRHS, 
and w ill such traditions be 
erased?"

he fact that 
people of all 
different cultures 
attend RHS has 
recently been a 
source of pride. 358 African 
Americans are enrolled at 
Roosevelt, along with 157 
Asians, 79 Sudanese, 38 
Bosnians, 12 Hispanics, and 4 
Native Americans. In the last 
ten years, Roosevelt students 
have lived in 20 different 
countries. 

This is what makes Roosevelt 
the most diverse student body 
in the state of Iowa. According 
to Dr. Larry Martindale we 

have the greatest number of 
minorities of any school, and a 
total of 29% cultural diversity. 

Yet if you observe the 
hallways, the lunchroom, and 
the classrooms, you will notice 
that students tend to interact 
exclusively with others of the 
same race. With this topic in 
mind, we interv iewed students 
who do cross these race 
barriers on a regular basis. 

When asked why he crosses 
cultural boundaries, senior 
Long Ly responded, "You can't 
just stay with your own group. 
You have to learn how to 
interact." However, Ly also 
said that sometimes he feels 
uncomfortable when he's with 
other races. "When you hang 
out with Caucasians, people 
look at you like 'What's he 
doing with them?"' Senior 
Cassius Cooper agrees that 
sometimes he, too, feels 
awkward. "It depends if I 
know the people. If I do, I feel 
comfortable; if I don't, I'm 



uncomfortable." 

Outside of school, this racial 
separation often times 
continues. Ly said that the 
parties he attends are largely 
composed of Asians. Contrary 
to this, junior Claire 
Wilkinson said that she goes 
to whatever parties the friends 
she's hanging out with attend. 
Cooper said, "The last party I 
was at was a majority white 
party. I didn't have a problem 
because I knew the people." 

But the question remains, 
"Why do students tend to 
interact only with the same 
race?" Ly felt that, "People are 
scared other groups won't 
accept them.'' Cooper agreed 
that fear of rejection is a major 
factor. "Some people seem to 
think that if you're white and 
you hang with black people 
that you're trying to act black."

Engeldinger Marsh and also 
visited the marsh on a field 
trip. "It is a rare glacier marsh 
and we (SEA) wanted people 
to realize they had a natural 
treasure and had to save it from

his year a new 
style of teaching 
was introduced 
to Roosevelt. 
Barbara 
Havighurst transferred to 
Roosevelt to join her husband. 
Mark Havighurst 1 * >gether, 
they teach English Fundamen- 
tals, English 9, English 10 and 
English 10 Advanced. 

Previously, the Des Moines 
Public School District would 
not allow spouses to work in 
the same building. The recent 
elimination of this rule allowed 
Mrs. Havighurst to transfer 
from Callanan. where she had 
taught for ten years, to 
Roosevelt. 

The Havighursts' "team-teach" 
their classes. This different 
approach to teaching has both 
positive and negative aspects. 

Freshman Chris Hurley, a 

student in the Havighurst's 
English 9 class, didn't think 
there was a major difference 
between the Havighurst style 
of teaching and a more tradi- 
tional one-teacher approach. 
They combine as one. You 
can tell the difference, but it's 
not too much. It's like they 
turn into one teacher/' 

Several freshmen felt that the 
extra teacher helped provide 
more personal attention to the 
students. Freshman Tiffany 
Irvin said. "I prefer having two 
teachers because you get more 
attention. If you have a 




question and you raise your 
hand, there are two teachers 
that can answer it, not just 
one." 

However, while freshman 
Ashley Smith agreed that 
students received more atten- 
tion, she said that in the future 
she would prefer her classes 
being taught by one teacher. 
"You have a bigger class with 
two teachers. One teacher 
would have a smaller class." 

Another problem with having 
two teachers is an occasional 
miscommunication. Freshman 
Shaleese Beasley said. 
"Sometimes one says one thing 
and the other doesn't agree 
with it. Like if one says. Turn 
this in', and the other says you 
don't need too. That's gotten 
me into trouble." 

Despite these few problems, 
the freshmen all agree that the 
dual teaching style was a good 
experience. Most also said that 
given the choice, they would 
take another class in the future 
taught by more than one 
teacher.
